How To Judge "Pace" In Track 


If you run any race longer than} 
the 220, you must learn to judge how | 
fast you are running, This is what | 
“pace” means... the degree of speed 
with which you are running. You see, | 
there is an ideal ‘pace’ for each| 
event and you must learn to know 
when you are running at this speed. 
Then, you will be able to work out a 
really effective racing strategy, some- 
thing that you must have in 
event over the 220. 

After you have developed “condi- 
tion” by the proper preliminary 
training, spend lots of time testing | 
your “pace” over a 220 yard limit. | 
When testing, start the “pace” you 
are going to use right at the start, | 
don’t sprint at first. Once you have 
run four or five 220's in a row at) 
the “pace” you want, start practising 
over the 440 distance. Run at a 
steady, even “pace” all the way 
through and have your coach or pal 
call out the time every 110 yards. 


If you are trying for a 60 second 
“pace” you should hit the first 110) 
yard mark at 15 seconds, the second | 
at 30, the third at 45 and the finish} 
at 60. If your coach calls out “16 
or 17 seconds” at the first mark you 
should speed up a little by “shoving” | 
harder off the toes and by lengthen- | 
ing your stride, with more ‘body 
lean”, If he calls out a figure be- 
low 15, slow down a little by elimi- 
nating some of the “shove” off your | 
toes. If you run enough of these 
“pace tests’ you will soon develop a 
“sense” that will let you know in-| 
stantly when you are not running at | 
the “pace” at which you want to 
run. If you prefer you can do your 
own timing, holding a watch in your] 
hand and checking at each 110 yard| 
mark.

Signs and Symptoms of 


Infection in’ Wounds 

A wound may become contaminat 
ed with infecting germs at the time 
of wounding, or at the time of dress- 
ing the wound, from infected spray 
from the mouth or nose of the First 
Aider. The First Aider should not 
talk while dressing the wound and 
of course should not cough or sneeze 

There is an interval of several 


hours before the germs multiply and 


attack the tissues. Then the wound 
becomes painful, throbs, swells, red 
dens and feels hot. Red streaks may 
appear in the skin leading from the 
wound 

If in the leg the groin may become 
painful and tender If in the arm 
the armpit may show the sam«

History Highlights Recorded In 
Papers Of Three Centuries Ago 


CALGARY.—A fascinating treasure of great historical value 
—a collection of newspapers dating back to 1588—was unearthed 
here recently when George Michael of Calgary examined his 
father’s effects. The papers, wrapped in tattered brown manila, 
had belonged to his father, George Michael of Mosspaul Inn, Har- 


wick, Scotland 


He died last year at the age of 85. 


Mr. Michael 


brought the effects back from Europe. 


The earliest paper was a copy of 
the English-Mercurie dated July 23, 
1588 It described the battle of the 
Spanish Armada An extract reads: 

“Capt. Fleming, who has beene or- 
dered to cruize in the chops of the 
channell, for discoverie, brought 
vice into Plymouth that he had des- 
cried the Spanish Armado  neare 
Lizard,” 

The Intelligencer for the week end- 
ing Feb 1649, reads: ‘Tuesday, 
Jan, 30th—this day the king was be- 
headed over against the banquetting 
house, Whitehall . . . ‘I (King Charles 
I) go from a corruptible to an in- 
corruptible crown, where no disturb- 
ance can be’.” 

The Newes of July 6, 1665, a copy 
issued during the great plague, con- 
tains the following passage:
